If you can- 
not trust your neighbor—if your neighbor cannot trust you— 
what becomes of security and the basis upon which business 
and all other human relationships rest?

Lying: 1,300 feet below the level of 
the Mediterranean, receiving an in- 
flow of 6,000,000 tons of water daily 
from the River Jordan,’ without an 
outlet, the sea hag puzzled archae- 
ologists and geologists for centuries. 

To-day, where once Sodom and 
Gomorrah stood, where David took 
refuge, where Herod and Marianne 
fied when the Parthians captured 
Jerusalem in 42 B.C., modern science 
is taking out potash and bromine— 
and the Dead Sea area is alive with 
activity. 

Once barren and thought useless, 
the sea'’s shoreline is now ringing
